TEHRAN, March 18 , (UP)— 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi 
rode through heavily guarded 
streets today in a gold-plated 
Rolls Royce to open Parliament.

' pils, 117,000 new classrooms 


should be built in the United 
States each year until 1960, 
Commissioner of Education 
Samuel M. Brownell said today. 
At the present time, he de- 
clared, about 50,000 new class- 
rooms are being completed each 
year, and as a result, “we are 
falling behind at the rate of 
67,000 classrooms annually.” 


In an address prepared for 
delivery before the Buffalo 
(N.Y.) Federation of Women's 
Clubs, Brownell said problems 
poséd by shortages of teachers 
and classroom facilities “are ‘so 
seriots that Americans must ex- 
amine whether or not the states 
are willing or able to meet them 
without financial aid from fed- 
eral taxation.” 


‘Very Real’ Question. 


“Seen from the federal point 
of view, the question is very 
real as to whether or not the 
response of 70,000 school dis- 
tricts and of 48 state legislatures 
will or can be great enough and 
rapid enough in mobilizing the 
necessary action programs to 
provide essential education,” 
Brownell declared. 


“The alternative, of course, is 
federal action to tap the re- 
sources of these 48 states and 
their school districts to see that 
adequate education is provided.” 

He declined to elaborate on 
this point, saying that he did 
not wish to “debate ways and 
means” of solving educational 
problems at this time. 

The commissioner said the 
country already has a deficit of 
more than 340,000 needed class- 
rooms in the elementary and 
secondary schools, and the im- 
pact of an increased birth rate 
will intensify the shortage in 
the near future. 


“Looking ahead, we can fore- 
cast at least 45,000,000 students 
enrolled im all leyels of the edu- 
cational system in 1960, pro- 
vided the facilities of housing 
and staff are available and pro- 
vided further that the same per- 
centage of 5-, 6-, and 7-year-olds 
and 16-, 17- and 18-year-olgs at- 
tend schools and _ colleges,” 
Brownéll said, 

Estimates Too Low. 

“If the steady trend of the 
past 20 years for a larger per- 
centage of these age groups to 
be in school continues, these 
estimates of future enrollment 
are too low,” he added. 

Brownell said “the low point 
of enrollment—about 26,000,000 
students—oecurred in 1945." A 
spokesman for the Department 
of Education predicted the class- 
room deficit will rise to about 
407,000 units by 1960, creating 
the need for construction of 117,-

Brownell said the shortage of 
trained and qualified teachers 


presents a “serious challenge.” 
“We cannot buy devoted and 
able teachers as we can buy 
classrooms,” he declared. “We 
started this year with a shortage 
of about 72,000 prepared teach- 
ers for elementary schools.

BY LABOR BOARD 


Workers Can Be Fired 

- far IntermittentWalk- 

outs Like Those of 
Telephone Unions. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 
(AP)—The National Labor Rela- 
tions Board ruled 3 to 1 yester- 
day that “hit-and-ryn” strikes— 
a ;Series of quick, intermittent 
walkouts—go “beyond the pale 
of proper strike activities.” 

This means that workers en- 
gaging in such strikes can be 
fired. Other workers observing 
picket lines put out by the 
strikers can also be discharged. 

‘Strikes ordinarily are regarded 
under the Taft-Hartley act as 
“protected concerted. activity” 
of employes. Workers engaging 
in them cannot be discharged. 

The “hit and run” technique 
has often been used against tele- 
phone companies across the na- 


tion. All-out strikes have often 
been unsuccessful against phone 
companies because they are 
largely mechanized and can run 
for long periods on automatic 
dial systems with comparatively 
Hd workers. Unscheduled

Like a newlywed couple’s get-away car, the 
St. Louis earnings tax bill had a few tin cans 
attached before it was provisionally approved 
in the State Senate by the encouraging vote of 
20 to 7. Life would be more wonderful without 
those nuisances. And a real effort to cut them 
away should be made in the Heuse and in a 
subsequent compromise conference with .the 
Senators. 

The worst of the appendages was the three- 
year limitation sponsored by Senator William © 
M. Quinn, Maywood Democrat. If this stands 
up, the current go-around will have to be re- 
played in the 1957 Legislature. Meanwhile, the 
city’s clouded revenue prospects will make long- 
range planning difficult. 

The Quinn amendment was a compromise. 
Senator Michael Kinney of St. Louis had offered 
to accept a 1959 expiration date, but Senator 
Hartwell G. Crain, St. Louis county Republican 
and chief opponent of the measure, had gathered 
some support for an extension of little more 
than a year. Beyond that there was the fear 
that the longer the St. Louis earnings tax ig 
in force the greater is the possibility that other 
communities may want to levy a similar tax. 
Of legislators who worry about this, one can 
only ask: Why should not local governments be 
able to levy the taxes best suited to their needs? 

Also exasperating is the amendment lowering 
the earnings tax ceiling to one-half of one per 
cent, the rate now in force. This would make it 
impossible for the Aldermen even to consider 
the deductions and exemptions of which there 
has been so much talk in Jefferson City. 

Then there is the proviso that a referendum 
on the tax must be held if requested by 15 
per cent of the city’s voters, about 57,000 sig- 
natures on a referendum petition. Certainly, 
voters should have a say about their taxes. But 
in this case, the earnings tax can be made an 
issue in any and dll aldermanic and mayoral 
elections, So a referendum would be just a 
delaying nuisance and an unwarranted expense. 

If Senator Crain and his St. Louis county 
colleague, Senator E. Gary Davidson, had had 
their way, however, the tax authorization bill 
would have been made almost ineffective by 
further amendments. 

The Senate vote is an indication, we trust, 
that the House also will spurn their narrow 


‘view, and that St. Louis will continue to have 


this needed revenue-raising power—perhaps in 
even more acceptable form than the amended 
Senate bill. Surely, legislators will not be blind 
to the effect on Missouri of any weakening of 
the financial standing of the state's chief city. 


Two Kinds of TVA Chairman 

After his talk with President Eisenhower at 
the White House about his ambitions to be 
chairman of TVA, Harry C. Carbaugh issued a 
statement which did little to recommend him 
for the post. Mr. Carbaugh, who comes from 
Chattariooga, is president of Tennessee Egg Co. 

He said that if appointed chairman he would 
“analyze its (TVA’s) operation from a neutral 
standpoint.” If analysis from a neutral stand- 
point is what is wanted, does Mr. Carbaugh have 
to be appointed chairman in order to do it? 
Presumably he could be neutral only if he were 
on the outside looking in. A chairman of TVA 
who was neither for it nor against it—and that 
{s our understanding of the meaning of “neu- 
tral”—would be literally, it would. seem, no 
chairman at all. = , : 

Mr. Carbaugh said that, if he were appointed, 
the President and Congress could count on 
“clear and unbiased reports.” The implication 
is that TVA is not issuing that kind of reports 
-~an implication which Mr. Carbaugh does not 
even attempt to substantiate. ’

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Nearing a Transit Plan 

The transit plan now being perfected for St. 
Louis and St. Louis county should not be re- 
garded as a final solution of this important prob- 
lem: Should transit subsidize the city or should 
the city subsidize transit? 

This question arose when the board of free- 
holders voted, 12 to 2, for a motion by John 
I, Rollings, His plan is to exempt the proposed 
metropolitan transit district from all taxes ex- 
cept property taxes, if the district ever takes 
over ownership of bus and streetcar systems. 

As far as federal and state taxes go, exemp- 


“tion would be automatic for a public corpora- 


tion. Two million dollars could be rescued from 
state and federal levies to be put into improved 
transit service. io 3 

But under the Rollings plan, the City of St. 
Louis could lose about $1,250,000 annually in 
revenue from license, motor fuel and gross re- 
ceipts taxes—principally the latter. 

There are two practical sides to this proposi- 
tion, One is that St, Louis simply cannot afford 
to lose so much revenue right now. Freeholder 


John W. Gieseke warns of violent city opposition — 


to the tax éxemption plan. 

The other side, as Mr. Rollings puts it, Is 
that mass transit can no longer operate at low 
cost if it has to support a host of local taxes 
and local governments. Big cities generally are 
in danger of losing real low-cost transportation. 
Some, economists argue that the cities may have 
to subsidize transit, rather than vice versa. 

for St. Louis the dilemma is particularly 
serious, But the key to the freeholders’ plan 
is that it does not require an immediate solu- 
tion, or foreclose compromise, The proced 
has to be spelled out step by step: 

On Jan. 25, city and county voters will be 
asked to accept a transit district established 
primarily to regulate transit operations and to. 
_make future plans. 

If the district ever concludes.that public own- 
ership is necessary, the city and county voters 
would have to approve that decision too. Thus 
St. Louis would not lose tax revenue to public 
ownership unless the public voted for it. 


solutions for city revenue. Some public transit 
systems make payments in jieu of taxes and 
that might be considered here. In time, too, the 
city may find other sources of revenue. 

In any event, the freeholders have done thei: 
best to provide a careful and studied approach 
to the mass transportation problem. The public 
should know that it will be consulted on every 
major step. 


Asking for More Trouble 

Secretary of the Army Stevens must feel a 
great deal better now that President Eisen- 
hower has unequivocally backed him up in the 
Army’s battle with Senator MeCarthy and the 
now sundered team of Cohn and Schine, Mr, 
Eisenhower puts his position in very simple 
terms. He says that if Robert T. B. Stevens 
did not have his confidence, Mr. Stevens would 
not hold the important post of Army Secretary. 

Senator McCarthy’s position, after his Chicago 
speech, is equally plain. He has not the faintest 
intention of heeding any plea for moderation. 
He “does not give a tinker’s dam” for anybody 
“high or low” who criticizes his methods. He 
accuses the Administration, in effect, of trying 
to curb the “fight against Communism”; of play- 
ing into the hands of Communists “by making 
it tougher to expose them.” 

Thus is the stage set for the announced show- 
down under oath and in public in the Senate's 
Permanent Investigating Subcommittee. The 
President says he believes Mr. Stevens and in 
effect also the latter’s staff who assembled the 
amazing record relating to the Wiscdnsin Sen- 
ator and his closely associated investigators, 
Senator McCarthy at once cracks back: “The 
public hearings will demonstrate who is telling 
the truth.” 

Meantime there is still a question as to how 
much support Senator McCarthy may be getting 
from the Republican National Committee not- 
withstanding the recent verbal spanking by 
Chairman Leonard W, Hall. The Senator said, 
as he left Washington on his current speaking 
trip into the Middle West, that he was filling 
engagements for the National Committee. If he 
is, then the National Committee at least is still 
“half McCarthy and half Eisenhower.” 

Until the President or Mr. Hall clarifies this, 
they may expect Senator McCarthy to go on 
embarrassing the Republican leadership. 

Can the McCarthy subcommittee, with Sen- 
ator Mundt of South Dakota as acting chairman, 
conduct a satisfactory investigation? Certainly 
the, odds are against it. Senator Mundt him- 
self wanted the problem passed up to the Gov- 
ernment Operations Committee. Even though 
the embattled chairman steps down temporarily 
he becomes the principal witness before his own 
subcommittee. The Senators holding the in- 
quiry will continue, for 4ll practical purposes, 
stif under his chairmanship. The consequences 
could be very bad—both for the Republicans 
and for the Senate as a whole. 

It is not too late for a sounder, safer, more 
certain procedure. What the responsible lead- 
ers of the Senate ought to do is to turn this 
inquiry over to the Armed Services Committee 
under Senator Saltonstall of Massachusetts. They 
may well regret it if they do not. 
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Mayor Tucker Stands Fast : 
Mayor Tucker’s decision to veto the bill for 
relaxing downtown parking restrictions deserves 
the firmest public support. A Chamber of 
Commerce survey showed more than 3500 
empty off-street parking spaces at 11 am. At 
that rate curb parking which might interfere 
with downtown traffic flow is not justified. The 
master traffic plan is one of the most progressive 
measures adopted by St. Louls in years, No 
sound reason has been advanced to shoot the 
first hole in it and the present bill ought to 
be vetoed. '

Second, ladies just 
don’t drink martinis in the afternoon; manhat- 
tans maybe, or whisky sours or gin fizzes, but 
not martinis. The martini is properly taken up 
in that early evening hour in which life's tribu- 
lations are put aside and the savoring of its 
pleasures begins. 

The last argument is the more likely to con- 
vince us, but we have known exceptions—even 
a lady who had martinis for breakfast, instead 
of orange juice. So we must concede a certain 
latitude and the possibility that our New York 
colleagues are quite correct in their deduction. 
We do this the more readily since they have also 
observed that the lady’s dress and hair-do would 
not seem “too strange on a modern beach,” 
arid that her silhouette and her dark bangs are 
“stylish and fetching.” 

Indeed, we are sorry we never met the lady. 
It would have been delightful to pour a bit 
of discolored gin over an olive for her. One 
cannot withhold admiration from a devotee of 
the’ one drink best able to carry us through 
this Vale of Tears with dry eyes. To gaze over 
the glasses at this Athena of the Brandberg 
would have been a most pleasurable beginning

And 
it usually confers a benefit on society 
by doing so. 

If speculators bid up the price of cof- 
fee, for example, because they correctly 
anticipate or recognize the existence of

tfons in price is not speculation (which 
actually tends to mitigate fluctuations) 
but a fact of nature. 

It takes about five years for a new 
coffee tree to start bearing in com- 
mercial amounts. After it does start 
bearing it usually continues to do so for 
10 to 20 years. So no matter what hap- 
pens to the price, it normally takes a 
few years for supply to adjust itself, To 
force the ge down artificially, how- 
ever, would only further prolong the 
period of adjustment. 

It may be that the senatorial sleuths 
will find some real “manipulation” of 
the price of coffee. But suppose they 
do? Will it even begin to compare with 
the open manipulation by our own Gov- 
ernment of the pfice of butter? Not to 
speak of cheese, dried milk, wheat, 
cotton? 


Our Government {s running a gigantic 
butter cartel which is at this moment 
holding off the market 264,000,000 
pounds of butter in order to force 
American working families to pay more 
for it. From this comparison we may 
judge the hypocrisy of congressional 
outcries against the high price of coffee. 


For Locomotive Fuel 


I do not mean to imply that Brazil 
has always been guiltless of any attempt 
to manipulate coffee prices. On the 
contrary, in its efforts to force up coffee 
prices, the Brazilian Government for 
nore burned coffee or dumped it into 

@ sea. 


During 1931 to 1934, for example, the 
Government burned 27 million bags of 
coffee as locomotive fuel. 

~This was the same kind of beggar- 

my-neighbor policy that our own Gov- 
ernment is trying to follow today with 
our own farm exports. Instead of hy- 
pocritically denouncing the immo- 
rality of such policies when pursued 
by others, our Congressmen and our 
own farmers might more: profitably 
study their consequences. 

Ins6far as Brazil's coffee-birning had 
any effect in holding up prices, it 
merely encouraged Colombia and other 
Latin American countries to increase 
their own plantings. The result was that 

w in the 1920s supplied two- 
thirds of the outside world’s coffee, 
supplies less than half today. 

oO Brazil’s destruction of coffee in 
the end hurt the very producers it was 
intended to benefit. This is the real 
lesson for our farm price support pres- 
sure groups to ponder, as tons of 
butter turn rancid in storage while 
oleomargarine consumption grows.

Congressional ‘Robbery in Daylight’ 


WASHINGTON. 


HE QUICK, QUIET AND EASY WAY to blackjack the con- 

sumer, while he’s watching Joe McCarthy or something else, 

was illustrated by the Senate this week when it sneaked 
through a bill which, it was estimated during debate, Mee cost 
users of natural gas many millions, eventually. 


This measure, which passed 
the House last session, offers 
the almost perfect case of the 
legislative “hidden ball” trick, 
or what Harry 
S. Truman used 
to call “high- 
way robbery in 
broad daylight,” 
in the circum- 
stances of its 
almost secret 
journey through 
Congress. This 
is the sort of 
legislation that 


former Presi- 
dent Truman Burke 
used to cut 


down with his veto. Whether 
President Eisenhower will do 
the same remains to be seen. 


A valiant but futile fight was 
made against it by two Demo- 
crats—Senators Burke (Ohio) 
and Douglas (Ill.) — while Sen- 
ator Morse, Oregon independent, 
tried in vain to get the bill sent 
back to committee for public 
hearings which never had, in 
fact, been held. But he lost, 52 
to 25. 


Challenged by Bricker. 


The measure subsequently was 
shot through without a record 
vote and soon will go to the 
White House for Président Ei- 
senhower’s approval or veto. 


The effect of this measure, as 
pointed out here several days 
ago and explained to the Sen- 
ate by Senator Burke, will be 
to open the way for big, inter- 
state gas distributors to get out 
from under jurisdiction of the 
Federal Power Commission. 


Such a result was challenged, 
however, by Senator Bricker 
(Rep.), Ohio, chairman of the 
Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee who had charge of 
the measure. He insisted it 
would exempt only intrastate 
distributors. To this, Senator 
Burke, his Ohio colleague, re- 
plied: 


Cleveland Gas Rate Case. 


WI say that an interstate pipe 
line company, in transmitting 
natural gas, could form a whol- 
ly owned subsidiapy within a 
state, and that this measure, if 
enacted, would be an invitation 
to such a company to do s0; 
and the wholly owned subsidi- 
ary within the state would no. 
longer be subject to the juris- 
diction of the Federal Power 
Commission.” 


Senator Burke’s vigorous par- 
ticipation in the fight against 
the bill was significant, as well 
as interesting, because’ the 
whole story goes back several 
years to Cleveland and to the 
East Ohio Gas Co. which serves 
that area. 

Senator Burke was Mayor of 
Cleveland when he was ap- 
pointed last year to the seat left 


‘| Burton, 


vacant by the death of the late 
Senator Taft. 

In 1938, just after passage of 
the Natural Gas Act, the then 
Mayor of Cleveland, Harold H. 
subsequently Senator 
and now a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, petitioned the FPC for an 
investigation of the cost of 
transmitting natural gas from 
the Ohio river to Cleveland. 

The FPC valuation of the 
East Ohio gas properties, which 
was a factor rate base, was $35,- 
000,000 below that of the State 
Public Utility Commission, 
which would mean a lower rate. 
The company challenged FPC 
jurisdiction, but eventually the 
Supreme Court upheld the FPC. 


Going Over Supreme Court. 


Senator Burke told the Senate 
this week that the FPC investi- 
| gations have been of great value 
, to cities all over the country as 
they could get operating and 
cost figures which otherwise 
they had great difficulty in ob- 
taining. 

“That,” he added, “is why, 
since the passage of the Natural 
Gas Act, the gas companies of 
the nation have been constantly 
trying to get out from under 
the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Power Commission.” 

After the Supreme Court de- 
cision, a bill was brought for- 
ward in the Senate to exempt 
from FPC jurisdiction purely 
intrastate companies such as 
East Ohio. However, when ex- 
amined, it was found to con- 
tain loopholes that might ex- 
empt interstate pipe line com- 
panies. 

The bill was revised accord- 
ingly and limited to intrastate 
distribution and passed the Sen- 
ate in the Eighty-second Con- 
gress but failed of action in the 
House. 


No Hearings in Senate. 


Last year, toward the end of 
the first session of the Eighty- 
third Congress, the House passed 
the much broader bill, like the 
original Senate measure, which 
the Senate approved this week. 
Only a single day of public 
hearings was given the bill in 
the House. 

When it reached the Senate 
after House passage, it was re- 
ported out by the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee the 
same day, with no public hear- 
ings at all. 

In urging that the bill go 
back to the Senate committee 
for public hearings, Senator 
Morse said they could be held 
and the measure brought back 
within three or four weeks. 

But Senator Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, Administration leader, ap- 
pealed for defeat of the Morse 
recommittal motion. Brushing it 
aside curtly, he said the Senate 
would have too much other busi- 
ness in three or four weeks. 

That’s the way it’s done. 


LEWIS AND CLARK 
ITEMS 10 BE SHOWN 


Historical Society Exhibit- 
ing Documents From 
1804 Expedition. 


Documents and personal be- 
longings of William Clark and 
Meriwether Lewis, assembled in 
advance of the 150th anniversary 
of their expedition to the West, 
will be placed on display tomor- 
row at the Missouri Historical 
Society in Jefferson Memorial, 
Forest Park. | 

The Lewis and Clark expedi- 
tion, on orders from President 
Thomas Jefferson, left St. Louis 
May 14, 1804. In the display 
will be Jefferson’s letter of 
credit pledging the United States 
to make good any debts the ex- 
plorers might incur on their re- 
turn from the expedition which 
opened a route to the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Also included is the Presi- 
dent’s memorandum asking them 
to note all strange peoples, “the 
names of their nations and num- 
bers,” the clothes the Indians 
wore and the foods they ate, and 
the location of wells and 
minerals. 

Letters and memoranda from 
the society's collection of 1500 
documents concerned with the 
planning and launching of the 
expedition will be on_ view. 
Among these are parts of Clark’s 
journals and a letter from Lewis, 
then the President’s secretary, 
to Clark inviting him to join the 
party. 

Many items have not been | 
shown publicly before, Charles 
van Ravenswaay, society direc- 
tor,, explained. Some are recent 
acquisitions from the estate of | 
Miss Eleanor Glasgow Voorhis 
of New York and other Clark 
descendants, as well as gifts 
from collateral descendants of 
Lewis, who was a bachelor. 

Among personal possessions of 
Clark’s family is an inventory 
kept by his first wife, which she 
wrote in one of his partly-filled 
journals after tearing out some 
pages. Apparently she thought 
his writings worthless, van Ra- 
venswaay noted. 

The display, in the Martin 
Lammert gallery in the east 
wing, will remain until October, 

and will be open free to the 
public seven days a week.

TIME OF THE CUCKOO 


Creditable, But Scarcely 
Penetrating.

The Community Playhouse 
made a late arrival on the lo- 
cal theatrical scene last night 
by opening an abbreviated sea- 
son with Arthur Larents’s com- 
edy of last season on Broadway, 
“The Time of the Cuckoo.”

LONDON, March 18 (UP)—

brought sharp rebuttals from 
London papers. 

The Ameriean evangelist was 
assailed shortly before his ar- 
rival for having said socialism 
played a part in Britain's post- 
war troubles. Graham apologized 
for this, saying he meant secu- 
larism, not socialism. 

In a summary of British mor- 
als, written a few days after he 
reached Britain, Graham report- 
ed “drunkenness is becoming a 
national menace. ..immorality is 
at an all-time high. ..one in four 
of all first births are conceived 
out of wedlock.” 

The Daily Express retorted 
that “the divorce rate has 
dropped sharply since 1947,” 
while the percentage of illegiti- 
mate children has decreased 
from 6.9 to 5.5 per cent in re- 
cent years,

Russia and Brit Britain Unite 
Back of Proposal in 
U.N. Commission. 


GENEVA, March 18 (AP) — 
Russia and Britain united and 
pushed through a resolution to- 
day authorizing a United Na- 
tions agency to seek ways of in- 
creasing East-West .trade. 

The joint resolution, combin- 
ing separate British and Soviet 
proposals, was adopted unani- 
mously and without debate by 
the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Europe.

tions.

Freedom Devides Its Followers. 
“In all, some 17 new sov- 
ereignties, more than 635,000,000 
people, are free and independ- 
ent or on the way, in a wink of 
history's eye.” he said, “And 
now ail Africa is restive in the 
twilight of colonialism and the 
dawn of universal independence. 
Freedom, in short, has served to 
divide its followers and multi- 
plied the parties, flags, tariffs, 


currencies, armies, ambitions 
and voices that bedevil the 
world.” 


He continued; “There will be 
no chance for government by 
consent, for democracy and in- 
dividual freedom, if the fragile 
newcomers or enfeebled older 
members of the family of inde- 
pendent nations fall victim by 
force or guile to the seige of 
the new Communist imperialism. 
More and weaker nations do not 
make for greater strength and 
resistance.” 
The Democratic party leader 
said his recent world tour had 
convinced him that “it isn't one 
world; it is more like three 
worlds — the Communist world, 
the Allied world and the un- 
committed world. 
“By the Communist rulers, we 
are feared and hated; feared 
probably more than we fear 
them, which is something we

“And peoples who have lived 
in perpetual insecurity for cen- 
turies don’t understand how 
there can be such insecurity and 
fear in America which has never 
been bombed or occupied by an 
enemy.

GIRL FALLS 175 FEET 
IN PARK AND LIVES 


:Topples From Parapet at 
|’ Waterfall,.Saved by Ice’ 
Mound’s Slopes. 


MOUNT RAINIER NATION- 
AL PARK, Wash., 
(AP) — A school girl walking 
along a parapet overlooking a 
waterfall slipped and fell 175 
feet onto an icy mound here 
yesterday but survived and is 
expected to recover. 

The ice mound’s sloping sides 
were credited by a park ranger 
with probably saving her life. 

The girl is Dolores Van Parys, 
17 years old, of Seattle. She and 
Marilyn McQuane; 17, were re- 
turning from viewing Narada 
fails when Dolores slipped on 
the icy pathway, slid 20 feet 
down the parapet side. and 
plunged to the stream bank 
below. 

Frank T. Hirst, assistant chief 
ranger who aided in the hour- 
long rescue effort which 
brought the girl to a waiting 
ambulance, said she struck the 
sj ice mound a glancing blow, slid- 
ing down its sides into ice and 
snow in the creek bed. 

Dolores still was conscious but 
could only mumble “pick me up, 
pick me up,” and “Please get 
me out of here.” She could not 
answer questions d iater 
lapsed into irrational mumbling. 

Her clothing was torn to 
shreds by the fall. All that two 
male companions could do, after 
making their way down a path, 
was cover her from the water- 
fall’s icy spray and the 30- 
degree cold until park rangers 
brought rescue equipment. 

She was taken to a hospital 
}at Morton, 45 miles from the 
ifalls and 30 miles outside the 
ipark entrance. There, a doctor 
isaid she is suffering from a

| juries.

CAIRO, March 18 *(AP)— 
President Mohammed Naguib of 
Egypt said today he is ‘not 
eager” to reach any agreement, 
at present with Britain on the 
evacuation of troops from the 


Suez Canal Zone. 

He told reporters: “I dp not 
find agreements with Britain 
useful. She never carries them 
out. The Sudan is the latest 
example.” 

Naguib’s comments were 
aimed specifically at denying a 
British Forelgn Office spokes- 
man’s statement that Egypt has 
been making new overtures for 
a Suez settlement.

TOKYO, March 18 (UP)-——The 
captain of a second fishing ves- 
sel radio-activated \when the 
United States detofated a hydro- 
gen device March 1, said today 
his ship' was at least 800 miles 
from Bikini at the time of the 
thermonuclear explosion. 


Inspectors. boarded the 300- 
ton tuna boat after it arrived at 
Tokyo bay Tuesday. Their Gei- 
ger counters clicked rapidly, but 
they said radiation was not in- 
tense enough to be “dangerous.” 

The captain said his ship’s 
nearest approach to the Bikini 
atoll testing ground was a point 
near the Solomon islands, about 
800 miles from “ground zero.” 


Ne Exposure Evidence. 


There was no immediate evi- 
dence that the vessel’s crew had 
been exposed to heavy radiation 
as in the case of 23 men who 
were burned aboard the Fukuryu 
‘Maru, which reported it was 80 
miles from ‘the testing grounds 
when radioactive ash fell on its 
deck. 

The second vessel’s reported 
remoteness from the explosion 
site emphasized the power of the 
latest hydrogen device to be ex- 


'ploded, 


The Japanese Government to-

The group is an outgrowth of 
the National Citizens for Eisen- 
hower-Nixon, which proved its 
success in the 1952 presidential 
campaign. It is headed by an 
ex-Democrat, James L. Murphy, 
San Francisco advertising-pro- 
motion man, as chairman, and 
Mrs. J. Ramsey Harris of Den- 
ver, co-chairman. 

Officers of the committee told 
reporters at a luncheon that they 
will concentrate on _ districts 


where 40 Republican and 45 
Democratic incumbent. represen- 
tatives won in 1952 by less than 
5 per cent. 
Work in Other Districts. | 
In addition, they said, they 
will work in a few other dis- 
tricts where Republican incunt- 
bents have asked for help, or 
where it is thought there is a 
good chance to defeat incumbent 
Democratic representatives. 
Republicans at present have a 
slim hold on the House. There 
are 219 Republicans, 215 Demo- 
crats and one independent.

Privately, committee officials 
conceded that if the congression- 
al election were held today, it 
would probably go to the Demo- 
crats. They said there is some 
dissatisfaction around the coun- 
try because the Eisenhower pro- 
gram has not yet been carried 
out, but. they thought this would 
change in time as Congress acts 
on the President's preposals.

Men are aggressive. They like to think, at least, that 
they are taking the initiative.

Missourian Is ‘Clubwoman of Year’ 


Mrs. Oliver Howard of NewLondon Gets Award in New York i Spaney so ge Civic Campaigns

slender, brown-eyed Mis- 

souri woman, who walked 

out of a tuberculosis sani- 
tarium 12 years ago to lead a 
“sedentary life,” and later be- 
came the sparkplug of one cam- 
paign after another to improve 
her home town, has been named 
“America’s Number One Club- 
woman of the Year.” 


She is Mrs. Oliver Howard of, 


New London, a community of 
less than 1000 population, near 
Hannibal, about 100 miles north- 
west of St. Louis. Today, in New 
York she received a plaque for 
herself and a $1000 award for 
her club from the Woman's 
Home Companion, sponsor of 
the award. She represents the 
Monday Study Club of New Lon- 


don, in which she has never 
held a major office. 
Her townspeople, however, 


say that Mrs. Howard has been 
at the center of every major 
civic improvement drive since 
she and her husband returned 
to New London to stay four 
years ago. But she does much 
of her clubwork from the fam- 
ily’s Victorian-style farm house 
on the edge of town. A tele- 
phone and typewriter are about 
all she needs, and most of her 
boards and committees meet 
right there. 

“Never, did see any sense in 
leaving your children at home 
while you went out to work for 
some project,” she said in an 
interview at Lambert Field be- 
fore boarding the plane which 
took her and her husband to 
New York. “So I take jobs I 
can do at home, like writing 
publicity or telephoning. My 
family comes first.” 


Even though she is the recog- 
nized leader in the town’s civic 
campaigns, she refuses to take 
personal credit for the new ele- 
mentary school, the city utili- 
ties, county health department, 
new fire - fighting equipment, 
new home for the public library, 
new high school gymnasium, 
new teen-age center — all of 
which were accomplished by 
New London. in recent years 
with Mrs. Howard and the Mon- 
day Study Club in the vanguard 
of the fight. 

“It can’t be one woman’s 
work,” she said. “We all pitched 
in and helped. They aren’t go- 
ing to plow up the streets and 
plant corn while I’ve gone to 
New York. It’s a trend, a desire 
on the part of small communi- 
ties to have the advantages of 
cities without their disadvan- 
tages. It has all been a. com- 
munity movement. Why, you 
know that every church in New 
London has been remodeled or 
repaired since the war ended.

é6 HE only reason I’m glad 
to go to New York and 
get this $1000 for the 
club is that it would take 24 
bake sales to make that much. 
And I'd rather do this than bake 
24 cakes.” 

To look at and listen to Mrs. 
Howard as she talks about New 
London and its community pride, 
you'd never guess that she is on 
a modified “rest cure” or is lead- 
ing a toned-down existence. But 
the truth is that she spent 13 
months in the Mount Vernon 
Sanitarium. It was there that 
she renewed a childhood ac- 
quaintance with a fellow patient, 
Oliver Howard. Within a year 
they were married and are now 
the parents of three young chil- 
dren. 

“We can’t go in for active 
sports or heavy work,” she said, 
“but when there’s time, we like

In addition, she has written 
radio scripts and is a corre- 
spondent for the Post-Dispatch.

Some East players, for 
reasons that are quite mysteri- 
ous, played the spade queen in- 
stead of the ace at Trick hi 
thereby wrecking the defense, 
but even when the ace was prop- 
erly played and the spade queen 
returned, several Wests missed 
the point—they waited for an- 
other spade lead from their 
partners! 

Assuming that the preliminary 
plays were correct—the opening 
spade lead, the ace-play by East, 
and the spade queen return— 
the simple point of the deal was 
of course for West to make the 
safety play of overtaking his 
partner’s spade queen with the 
king, in order to lead a third 
round of the suit and thus surely 
establish two long spades in the 
West hand before the diamond 
ace was knocked out. Against 
this logical, marked defense, the 
declarer is helpless.

nearly everybody uses daily, 
is the subject of much con- 
fusion, resulting in uninten- 
tional rudeness.

For instance, if I call you. 
and hang up impatiently after 
three rings, I am inconsid- 
erate.

If I want to talk to you, 
it is my time that should be 
frittered away, not yours. How- 
ever, if I an doing you a

quest, or called on a friend of 
yours, then it is legitimate for 
me to leave word that you 
call me. 

Nothing is ruder than to 
ask, “‘Who’s this?” when mak- 
ing a call. That is none of 
your business! You ask for 
the person you want to talk 
to; if necessary, you identify 
yourself. Emily Post says that 
when a girl calls a young man 
at his home, she is under no 
obligation to leave or reveal 
her name. I think, however, 
that it makes for good public 
relations if she does so.

NEW YORK CITY. 


WAS sitting with a man in 
nis office and he suddenly 

looked at me and said: “My 
wife and I were listening to 
the radio last night and she 
said, ‘I wish we could have 
the hice peaceful times we 
used to have. Now, it seems 
to me, we have only confusion 
—confusion within the party 
in power and confusion of the 
people as to what they shall 
think!’ ” 

I had to laugh because I felt 
a little confused myself when 
I read in the paper the fol- 
lowing headline, “McCarthy 
Balks Showdown on Army’s 
Charges.” 

How can a man who {is cer- 
tainly under fairly serious 
charges, and with an assistant 
who is equally vulnerable, 
balk at having an investiga- 
tion to determine whether he 
or the executive arm of the 
Government represented by 
the Army is actually telling 
the truth? 

Today, I understand, Sena- 
tor McCarthy is willing to 
have a hearing at a time he 
considers convenient.

I MUST SAY that Gen. 
Ridgway’s testimony gave one 
a feeling that he at least, as 
Army chief of staff, was wor- 
ried over the “new look” in 
our defense program. It

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I STILL FEEL the safety of 
the people Hes in a strong po- 
lice force within the United 
Nations in which all of us 
contribute percentage - wise. 
There should also be an agree- 
ment on mament of indi- 
vidual nations in a way Which 
would really create a sense of 
safety because no nation 
would have sufficient ‘military 
power to undertake aggression 
alone and try to dominate the 
world.
